DELAYED JUSTICE. 


Justice Carter told of the dissatis- 


faction of people and reformers with 
courts in every age and in every na- 
tion. 
He gave some examples of 


delayed justice and miscarriages of 
justice In England which took away 
much of the previous belief In tha 
efficiency and common sense rulings 
supposed to govern the administra- 
tion of law In that country a.nd «» 
often heralded by those seeking judi- 
cial reform in the United States. 


Good lawyers and good judges cart 


have no objection to honest and intel- 
ligent criticism of tlie courts and the 
administration of law but too often 
such criticism oomes from people or 
Interests who are not In harmony 
with the real administration of jus- 
tice as established by the law courts, 
he said, 


NEED SOME CHANGES. 


The courts in Illinois, the justice 


admitted, needed a more elastic pro- 
cedure rule which would admit of 
changes being made by the 
court* 


themselves in the interest of expedit- 
ing judicial work without the need of 
going to the legislature for a staijit*. 


In particular did the judge bellev* 


that written Instructions from judge* 
to juries should not be required bu* 
that every time the change to verbal 
instructions' was proposed the law- 
yers In tho legislature opposed the 
change because, the justice was con- 
vinced, the written Instructions gave 
the attorneys more chance to find er- 
rors.

NEED HELP 


There should also be a 
mcthoa 


whereby the courts, puarticularly the 
supreme court of the state, i-hould be- 
atle to secure assistance when busi- 
ness overwhelmed the court and de- 
layed decisions. Now when a justice 
of tlie supreme court dies there is no 
relief until another is elected. If on« 
Is sick there is no relief until ho re- 
turns to his post.
